—Vegetable Soup.—Put a quart of :

Put on to 
boil, and when done add a cupful of 
rice, stock to flavor, with salt and pep- 
per. Let come to a boil and serve.

—Sausage Potatoes.—Take large, fine 
potatoes, scrub, wipe dry, but do not 
peel.

Insert into this 
a small, lightly-fried sausage. Put on 
the tops of. the potatoes, set them in a 
deep pan with the cut end uppermost. 
Bake in a quick oven for half an hour. 
Serve in the pan, wrapping and pinning 
a napkin around the sides. 

—Mulligatawny Soup. — Take cold 
chicken, turkey, beef or veal, and put in 
a soup-kettle with a gallon of water. 
Cut fine four stalks of celery, two 
onions and onecarrot; fry in butter and 
put in the soup, Stir four ounces of 
flour in the skillet from which the veg- 
etables were taken until brown, add to 


‘the soup. Let cook gently for four 


hours, season with salt and pepper, 
strain and return to the pot, add the 
meat, free of bones, with a teacup of 
rice. Simmer half an hour longer and 
serve. 

—Beefsteak Rolls.—Cut a steak from 
the round in half, lengthwise, that is, 
split it and then cut each half into 
strips as wide as your hand; rub an 
onion over the inside of these strips. 
Butter thin slices of bread and stick 
into each one clove, add some pepper, 
salt and celery seed or some bits of 
chopped celery. Roll the strips of meat 
each around its slice of rolled up bread. 
Dredge them well in flour and fry light- 
ly. Then put them in a saucepan with 
water to coyer them, and let them stew 
slowly for two hours. Remove the 
threads when serving. The gravy should 
be plenty and good.

RRYING THEIR YOUNG. 


How Weetnsthe Caney Their Offepring 
from One Plaée to Adother. Ee 
One of the most interesting traits 
Stout tiie Woullbedll te the fact of its oc- 
conveying its young through 
‘the @ir, which is done by only one or 
lego @pher birds. . This is no recent dis- 
covery. The fact was known as early as 
the middle of last century, though Gil- 
bert White rightly surmised that those 


the young were conveyed either by or 
in the bill. it is just as erroneous, 
however, to substitute the claws,’ as 
|gome have done. The truth is that, 
when the parent bird wishes to convey 
her young one from a place of danger 
to one of safety, the tiny thing is gently 


the breast, the aid of the bill being re- 
sorted to only when the burden has been 
hastily takenup. In this way the whole 


of thé brood is sometimes removed from 
one part of a wood to another when the 
birds have been much disturbed. On 
this subject there 1s an interesting note 
in “Lays of the Deer Forest,” by the 
brothers Stuart: “One morning sitting 
on & gray stone, Isaw adark eye which 
was fixed upon ‘mine from the bed of 
leaves. before me, when suddenly the 
little brown, head of a young woodcock 
peeped out from the feathers of the old 
one’s breast, uttering that plaintive cry 
for which language has nosign. There 
were two more young woodcocks, and to 
reli6vethe anxiety of the madre, I left 
her. Near the place where I found her 
there was asoft, green strip, such as 


woodcocks love. I had no doubt that 


as I passed near I turned aside to sce 
what they were doing. Upon a dry bank 
half way down the brae, I almost stum- 
bled éver a bird, which rose at my feet; 
and as it darted through the trees I saw 
that it had something in its claws, and 
at the same time I heard the plaintive 
cry of young woodcocks just under my 
feet. Ilooked down—there were two; 
and [I thought a hawk had carried off 
the third, and perhaps killed the mother. 
This, however, I found on following the 
bird, was the old woodcock, which, being 
flushed again suddenly, after a low flight 
of only a few yards dropped what it was 
carrying—her own young woodcock.” 
This trait may be confirmed by any one 
who will look out the bird in its 
haun{s, and is all the more interesting 
as it seems to be an acquired one. The 
bird isin no way adapted to transport 
its young through the air.—The Gentle- 
man’s Magazine.

THE MARITAL RELATION. 


As marriage and the family institu. 

on constitute the foundation and chief 
corner-stone of civil society, it is of the 
greatest moment that the marriage tie 
should never be dissolved save for the 
most urgent reason. 
| however, to the doctrine that it should 
never be dissolved at all. Mere separa- 
tion, though legalized, would often be 
an inadequate and ‘unjust? remedy to 
the injured party, who would thus be 
_subjected to an enforced celibacy: This 
might-suit the notions ofthose who re- 
| gard celibacy as a virtue, but would fail 
to approve itself to those who take a) 
wider and more charitable view of 
human ‘nature. The Divine law which 
says: ‘What God hath joined together 
let not man put asunder,” immediately 
adds an exception showing—what the 
law of nature dictates—that the case is 
not governed by any iron rule of uni- 
versal application. The law ‘*Thou 
shalt not kill,” has its necessary excep- 
tions, a disregard of which would render 
it mischievous in a ‘high degree. I 
know no other law on the subject but 
the moral law, which does not consist 
in arbitrary enactments and decrees, 
but is adapted to our condition as human 
beings. This is so, whether itis con- 
ceived of as the will of an All-Wise 
Creator, or as the voice of humanity, 
Speaking from its experience, its neces- 
sities and its higher instincts. And that 
law surely does not demand that the 
injured party to the marriage bond 
should be forever tied to one who dis- 
regards and violates every obligation 
which it imposes; to one with whom it 
is impossible to cohabit; to one whose 
touch is contamination. Nor does it 
demand that such injured party, if le- 
gally free, should be forever debarred 
from forming other ties through which 
the lost hopes of happiness for life may 
be restored. It is not reason, and it can 
not be law, Divine or moral, that un- 
faithfulness or willful and obstinate 
desertion, or persistent cruelty of the 
stronger party, should afford no ground 
for relief. The most rigid creeds to 
the contrary have found methods of 
dispensation from the theoretical rule, 
Andif noredress be legalized, the law 
itself will be set at defiance, and great- 
er injury to soul and body will result 
from clandestine methods of relief. Yet 
so desirable is the indissolubility of 
marriage as an institution, so necessary 
is it to the happiness of families and 
the good of society, so pitiable the con- 
sequences that often flow from a disso- 
lution, that every discouragement to 
such a remedy should be interposed. 
Notonly should the judge take every 
caré to see that just cause exists, but 
that no other-remeédy is possible. No 
jugglery or privacy should be tolerated, 
however high in station the parties may 
be. Investigation of the truth should 
be thorough and open, and should be a 
matter of public concern, participated 
in by the public representative of the 
law. Itshould be regarded as a quasi- 
criminal. process, if not accompanied 
with criminal sanctions. Only serious 
and even severe methods of administer- 
ing the law wil! hb &nfficient to repress 
the growing tendency of disco 
parties to rush into the divuice 
—Associate Justice Bradley, in Nui v 
American Review.

ABOUT PERSPIRATION. 


An Organ of Elimination Like the Lungs 
and the Kidneys. 

Nature has expended much labor on 
the perspiratory system—has constructed 
for each of us many miles of tubing and 
millions of secreting glands, each 

furnished with its tiny blood-vessel 
regulated by its microscopic nerve. 

Not only does this system perform an 
essential service in keeping the bodily 
temperature down to the normal point of 
safety, ninety-eight degrees Fahrenheit, 
by the evaporation of the perspired fluid, 
but it is also an organ of elimination 
like the kidneys and the lungs. 

An adult excretes a full’pound of sweat 
daily, and this may be increased to three 
or four pounds. From this ‘fact may be 
understood both the danger of suddenly 
checking the outflow of the poisonous 
material, and the advantage, when one 
has taken cold, of the Russian bath, 
The quantity and character of the fluid 
render’a frequent change of clothing a 
matter of no small importance. 

Some diseases, as’ acute rheumatism, 
phthisis, general debility, are accompa- 
nied by excessive perspiration, which is 
also sometimes purposely induced by 
the use of 
aphoretics. As we-are all. aware, the 
amount of perspiration is abnormal in 
hot weather. The heat of a muggy day 
is aggravated and made more oppressive 
by the slow evaporation from the sur- 

| face of the body. The atmosphere is 
too fully charged ‘with moisture to 
vaporize the sweat. | 

Excessive sweating is sometimes par- 
tial, being limited to the soles, palms, 
or to one-half. of the face, head or bedy, 
and that, too, without any discoverable 
‘cause. The touching of one side of the 
tongue with salt will sometimes cause a 
profuse -perspiration upon the corre- 
sponding side of the body. 

Perspiration may also be deficient. 
This is generally the case in diseases of 
the kidneys, in the early stages of fever, 
and in certain skin diseases. When the 


‘sebaceous or ‘oil secretivn is deficient, 


there is apt to be a like deficiency in 
the perspiration, rendering the skin 
dry and rough. 

 Perspiration may have an offensive 
odor, especially that which is secreted 
by the arm-pits, feet and toes. The 
the sebaceous secretion 
undergo-a chemical change into the fat-. 


This condition 
Ms sometimes due to lowered vitality of 
the’system. The affected parts should 
be repeatedly washed with tar soap, and 
the linen frequently changed. The
